Flags were flying, bunting was in 
profusion and ev erything teemed with 
the gaiety of a gala day when Prince 
Christian of Denmark rode from his 
stables yesterday morning for his dai 
ly ride to the country. 
He returned 
an hour iate r to see flags at half mast 
and the deepest black rapidly re plac­ 
ing the festiv e decorations. 
“W hy hav e they lowered the flags 
to half staff?” asked the prince. 
“ Your 
royal 
highness," 
replied 
a 
breathless 
courier, 
who

ridden 
m adly to meet him. “the king is dead.” 
“ Long liv e the king,” he added, re ­ 
spe ctfully, as the shock showed plain­ 
ly in the face of the new monarch.

dead, and Christian, rushing to the 
palace, was ov ercome with grie f 
The new king of Denmark is forty- 
two years old.

Princess Alexandrine of Mecklenburg 
He fs a brother-in-law of the crown 
prince of Germany. Through marriage

connected with practically all of the 
royal families of Kurope.

o n t r e a l Q u e b e c . — That 
was a thrilling story which 
came from Halifax 
concern­ 
ing the heroism of Mrs. Pe 
ter Borqu e, widow 
of 
the 
keeper of the lighthou se on Bird Rock 
io the Magdalen islands in the Gu lf of 
St. I.Awrenee; bu t it is only one of 
the many tales of dealh and disaster 
that can be told of this barren and Iso­ 
lated bit of land. 
After her hu sband had been wash­ 
ed overboard and drowned du ring a 
storm that threatened the demolition 
of the lighthou se Mrs. Borqu e kept 
the beacon bu rning for ten days, and 
thu s probably saved several 
vessels 
from piling u p on the rocks. 
Both she 
and her you ng baby su ffered severely 
from exposu re and hu nger and she 
was so weak when rescu ed by the gov­ 
ernment 
steamship 
Seal that It was 
necessary to carry her on board. The 
au thorities say that the cou rage of this 
woman is u nsu rpassed In the history 
of the Canadian lighthou se service. 
“For a time I thou ght I wou ld go 
mad,” said Mrs. Borqu e after her res­ 
cu e. “bu t I knew I had to do my du ty. 
My baby su ffered terribly from fhe 
cold, bu t I held it as tight as 1 cou ld. 
It was a terrible task to crawl with 
her tnto the light chamber to keep the 
lamps trimmed, filled and bu rning. 
There was food, bu t you cou ldn't cook. 
*nd the htiby cried constantly. 
Many 
times I heard the whistles, bu t they 
went away when they heard the bell 
ringing and saw the light.” 
The Magdalens are a grou p of 13 
or 14 islands that lie almost in the 
center of the Gu lf of 
St. 
I.awrence. 
Their position makes them dangerou s 
to vessels and so many are the wrecks 
thereabou t that they have been styled 
by saiiormen the graveyard of 
the 
gu lf 


Inaccessib le 
Bird 
Rock. 
Bird Rock is the most northerly 
is­ 
land of the grou p and is little more 
than a hu ge rock rising abru ptly ou t 
of the sea to a height of 140 feet, on 
which the Canadian government main­ 
tains one of the 
most 
Inaccessible 
lighthou se stations 
of 
the 
Atlantic 
coast. 
Thou sands of gannets, mu rres, 
kittlwakes and other sea fewl hover 
oier it at all times, while beneath on 
its rocky ledges they have bu ilt myri­ 
ads of i;e« ts iu a series of tiers 
The 
sides of the rock are very precipitou s, 
and u ntil a few years ago, when 
a 
roadway was blasted ou t of the solid 
rock leading to the top, all visitors 
and su pplies were taken ashore by a 
cage lowered to the water and hoisted 
u p by means 
of 
a 
windlass 
The 
waves that generally break u pon It are 
ao tremendou s that It is only possible 
to effect a landing in cairn weather 
Bu t 
it 
Is su ch a wild and deso­ 
late spot that the man in charge of 
the lighthou se mu st 
make 
it 
his 
borne du ring the entire year. 
Jean 
Qu ette, the first keeper, remained one 
su mmer with two assistants. Then the 
solitu de preyed so u pon his mind that 
Tie went insane, lie recovered his rea­ 
son only when be retu rned to civlliza-j 
tion 


Keep er Perished W ith Son. 
Pierre Wealen, tho 
next 
keeper, 
managed to hold ou t for nine years. 
He came to a tragic end in 1880. 
In 
the spring of that year he, his son 
and an assistant ventu red ou t on tTie 
Ice su rrou nding tTie Bird Rock du ring 
a blinding snowstorm and lost their 
way. 
The assistant su cceeded in re­ 
tu rning to the lighthou se in safety. 
Wealen and his son perished. 
Charles Chaisson, tTie third keejier 
of the lighthou se, was killed on Au g­ 
u st 13, 1881, by tile 
prematu re 
dis­ 
charge of a signal gu n he was prepar­ 
ing to fire 
His son ami an assistant 
were badly Inju red in the same acci­ 
dent 
Telesphore Tu rbide, the next keep­ 
er. remained In charge of the light­ 
hou se for over 16 years, bu t even he 
did not escape the dangers of his call­ 
ing. On Ju ne 24, 189 1, he was pu tting 
home a charge in a signal gu n when 
it exploded and blew off part of Tiis 
right hand. 
Another tragedy of Bird Rock 
oc­ 
cu rred in March, 189 7. 
In the spring 
of the year the hooded 
and 
harp 
&aals come down on the ice from l a b ­ 
rador ami Anticosti, and hu ndreds of 
men and boys from the Magdalens go 
ou t to hu nt them for their pelts and 
oil. 
These seal hu nts are attended 
by many dangers. 
A storm is liable 
fto come u p and drive the hu nters 
ou t to sea on the moving ice 
Snow 
covered fissu res may mean death in 
case of a misstep. 
The danger of 
drowning is ever present. 
Fatal Seal Hu nt. 
in March, 189 7, Damien Cormier, an 
assistant keeper of the lighthou se, 
« tarted ou t pn a seal hu nt accompan­ 
ied by Charles Tu t hide, a lad of 17, 
and Arsene Tu rbide, cou sin 
of 
the 
latter. 
Cormier’s wife was left in 
rJoarge of the lighthou se du ring his 
fcfeMmce. 
They had noticed a large 
Bv« her of hair seals lying on the ice 
to the eastward, and proceeded 
in 
tlMtt direction, dragging behind them a 
amal! boat for u se on the open glades 
of water. 
The hu nters reached the seals 
ai. 
made many killings 
r-.« sin*r 
approaching they sto 
is the boat and headi 
they had not notice« 
look of the sky m 
iriu d while engaged 


fu riou s snowstorm from fhe northwest 
stru ck down u pon them su ddenly 
Bending their heads lower the men 
plu nged onward aimlessly.

termined to fight

where they were. 
They halted and 
overtu rned the boat and made a sort 
of shelter. 
Two Die in Storm. 
The storm raged more 
violently. 
The cold became intense. 
An icy 
nu mbness seized the feet of Cormier 
and his two companions 
In agony 
the men ju mped u p and down on the 
l<e. beating their arms across their 
chests and pou nding 
together 
their 
frozen hands. 
At length Cormier tu m­ 
ble« ! over in a heap. 
Charles 
Tu r­ 
bide fell u nconsciou s at his side Be­ 
fore daybreak both were dead 
Then Arsene Tu rbide went ou t into 
the snowy waste and 
looked 
alnmt 
him. 
The storm had abated by this 
time. 
The snow had ceased to fail. 
He cou ld see clearly now and qu ickly 
realize« ! that if was impossible to re­ 
tu rn by the rou te lie had conic 
a the 
north wind ha« l for« ‘ed his Ice Hu e far 
ou t In the gu lf. 
In the hazy direction of hi- home a 
rou gh sea tossed, piled u p \ th rag 
ged fragments of Ice.

As the da1 wore on he was as-

determined to fight 
and stru ggled to r ie ead. When night 
fell lie dozed as best he cou ld, bu t al­ 
ways standing, for he knew that once 
he stretched himself u pon the ice it 
wou ld mean his last sleep 
The n°xt morning he crept u p on 
a seal and clu bbed it to death, drank 
the warm blood 
He did not know 
that his garments, his face and 
his 
hands were smeared with blood, hu t 
he did realize that he had secu red re­ 
newed strength and cou rage to 
con­ 
tinu e his jou rney. I -at e that afternoon 
he reached Meat Cove at Cape Breton, 
and scarcely able 
to 
drag 
himself 
along, staggered to the first hou se in 
sight. 
Opening the door, he entered, 
not. knowing the appearance he pre­ 
sented to tiie inmates. They qu estion­ 
ed him, bu t Tie* cou ld not speak. 
Ho 
thinking him either insane or a mu r­ 
derer. they thru st him ou t and slam­ 
med the door behind him. 
Fou nd Refu ge Too Late. 
Arsene stru ggled on again. 
When 
the door was opened to him at the 
next hou se, he ru shed in headlong, 
flu ng himself clown before a fire and 
at one« - fell into a 
sou nd 
slu mber 
When he awoke he narrated his story, 
and then word was telegraphed to 
Grindstone island, ene of the 
Magda­ 
len grou p, to send speedy relief to the 
woman who had been left alone at the 
lighthou se on Bird Rock. 
Arsene did not recover from his ex­ 
perience and within a fortnight died 
from its effects. 
Many stories might be told of 
the 
other 
Magdalen islands. 
For many 
years they have been inhabited by a 
few thou sand nativ« js who are descend­ 
ed from the Acadians who settled in 
1 *r« \v France u nder the leadership of 
lamplain and He Mont.

Du ring the ‘ Great Misery” 
in the winter of 1882, and again in 
189 7, food became so scarce that the 
Canadian government was obliged to 
send su pplies to the islands to prevent 
a famine. 
The inhabitants of the Magdalens 
a r e completely isolated from the world 
for six months in the year. In the su m­ 
mer a small steamer su bsidized by the 
government plies semi-weekly between 
the islands and the mainland of Nova 
Scotia 
Du ring the long winters this 
service mu st be abandoned, and per­ 
sons on the island remain there u n­ 
til the boat resu mes Its trips in 
the 
spring 
The telegraph gives them the news 
that is going on in the world du ring 
their isolation, bu t 
of cou rse there 
can he no exchange of letters. 
Some­ 
times this mode of 
commu nication 
fails, as in 19 10, when the cable to 
th© mainland broke and cou ld not be 
repaired for weeks. 
The natives in 
this instance resorted to very ancient 
methods. 
A heavy barrel containing 
30 or 40 letters sealed in cans was 
dropped overboard in the waters of 
the gu lf and tru sted to fate. Ten days 
afterward the tide carried it to the 
mainland 60 miles away and the let­ 
ters were sent to their addresses. Un­ 
fortu nately the sou thern drift of the 
gu lf prevented any answers from be 
ing sent in reply.

SCRAWL NO ONE COULD READ 


Valuable Manuscrtpt Left by Colonel 
Burnaby Defied th* Efforts 
of Experts. 


It was stated at the time of Colonel 
Burnaby's death that he had left be­ 
hind him the manuscript of a novel, 
for which there was considerable com­ 
petition among the publishers. 
'I his is quite true. 
The manuscript, 
a bulky parcel, was handed to 
me 
with 
discretionary 
power either to 
publish it myself or to use it in con­ 
nection with the proposed biography. 
Here a singular and, as it finally 
| proved, a fatal obstacle presented it­ 
self. 
Familiar for many years with 
Burnaby's handwriting, 1 could 
not 
after diligent endeavor make out. more 
than a sentence here and there on the 
crowded page of manuscript. 
Burnaby’s 
writing 
was, 
possibly 
with the exception of Dean Stanley’s, 
the worst I ever saw. 
It looked as if 
; before silting down to write a letter 
he had pulled a twig out of the hedge, 
mixed a little blacking and then gone 
ahead. 
He wrote the whole of his “ Ride to 
K hiva” and hts “ Ride on Horseback 
I Through Asia Minor" with his 
own 
hand. 
But before they reached the 
printer they were fairly written out 
i by a copyist. 
The hapless man used to make out 
as 
much 
as 
he 
could, then leave 
blanks, for filling up which he had to 
seek 
the assistance 
of the author. 
Sometimes there were more blanks in 
a page than words. 
Despairing of making anything of 
the manuscript of the novel, it was 
submitted to a publisher, who turned 
upon it his most skillful decipherist. 
Neither lead nor tail could he made 
of the manuscript and the intention 
(of publishing the novel was conse­ 
quently abandoned — Sir II. W. Lucey, 
In Cornhill Magazine.
